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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
( Kidaloski et al (5,339,891). KIdaloskI et al discloses a heat exchanger tube panel 
module (12) for a boiler structure and is used for packaging, handling, shipping, and 
erecting the module support structure and comprises a member including heat tube 
panels (15) each having a bundle of tubes, and headers (96), an upper casing (70) 
provided above the heat exchanger tube panel and support beams (94) provided on the 
upper surface of the casing, a transportation frame and vibration supports (35) (SEE 
column 4, lines 53-58), the vibration supports are at predetermined intervals (Figure 3) 
on the tube panel and prevent contact between adjacent heat exchange tubes, and 
furthermore discloses a shake preventive fixing members (SEE column 5, lines 34-38 
and column 6, lines 28-31). 

Claims 4 & 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Japanese Ref (2000-018501). The Japanese reference discloses a heat exchange 
tube panel (20) for a waste heat recovery boiler wherein a module unit is composed of a 
heat exchanger tube panel module comprising tubes (3a, 4a, 5a) and headers (10, 10'),

a vertically arranged support member, and a transportation frame (24) and vibration 
isolating supports (22) provided at predetermined intervals and prevent contact between 
adjacent heat exchanger tubes and furthermore includes shake preventive fixing 
members (21) provided between the vibration supports. 

Claims 4 & 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sansoucy (5,722,354). Sansoucy discloses a heat exchanger tube panel module for a 
heat recovery steam generator and includes a module unit (20) having heat exchange 
tube bundles (24) and headers (26) & (28) as part of the heat exchange tube panel (22), 
an upper casing (40), a support beam (44, 46) and a transportation frame (SEE column 
6, lines 21-31) (36, 38, 42, 66) formed of a rigid body and vibration isolating supports 
(108) provided at predetermined intervals (SEE Figure 1) and block contact between 
adjacent heat exchanger tubes in a lengthwise direction and additionally comprises 
shake preventive fixing members (52, 54) between the vibration isolating supports and 
transportation frames.

Claims 6 & 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
